CLAIMS: 

1 . A method for printing documents on a networked system, comprising: 
creating at least one print job associated with a user identification code; 
sending the at least one job to a print queue; 

conveying the user identification code to a printing device; 
obtaining and printing the at least one job associated with the user 
identification code from the print queue. 

2. The method of claim 1, wherein the print queue is kept on a server 
connected to the networked system, but remote from the printing device. 

3. The method of claim 1, wherein conveying the user identification 
code includes entering the user identification code through a user interface 
proximate to the printing device. 

4. The method of claim 3, wherein entering the user identification code 
through the user interface includes entering the code through a virtual keyboard. 

5. The method of claim 1, wherein a tag is used to convey the user 
identification code to the printing device. 

6. The method of claim 5, wherein the tag is an electronic tag and the 
printing device includes a tag reader to read the tag. 

7. The method of claim 6, wherein the information is conveyed through 
a radio frequency signal. 

8. The method of claim 6, wherein the information is conveyed through 
an infrared signal.

9. The method of claim 5, wherein the printing device includes a 
scanner. 

10. The method of claim 9, wherein the scanner is used to scan the tag. 

1 1 . The method of claim 10, wherein the tag contains a bar code. 

12. The method of claim 10, wherein the tag contains glyphs. 

13. The method of claim 5, wherein the tag is part of a portable item. 

14. The method of claim 13, wherein the portable item is a badge. 

15. The method of claim 13, wherein the portable item is one of a broach, 
a tie clip, a pen, and a container. 

16. A method for transferring documents from a first location to a second 
location, comprising: 

sending at least one document to be transferred to a queue; 

bringing an electronic tag containing in close proximity to a tag reader 
operably connected to the device having document transmission capabilities so 
that the tag may be read and information is sent to the device; 

obtaining the at least one job associated with the user information from the 
queue; and 

transmitting the document to the second location. 

17. The method of claim 16, wherein the document is transmitted by 
facsimile. 
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18. The method of claim 16, wherein the document is transmitted through 
the Internet. 
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
